The ramb ling tax structures b uilt at the 
national, state and local levels take an es* 
moated dollar out of every three the aver­ 
age Ii. S, tamily earns. This includes hid­ 
den taxes as well as those in plain view. 
This is the finding of Tax Foundation 
inc., a non-profit organization that keeps 
an •ye on government income and outgo. 
in a current study it says that a family 
with income totaling $3,500 pays $1,059 in 
taxes of various kinds, lf total earnings 
are $4,500. taxes take $1,393. At $8,000. a 
family pays $2,726. 
Tax revenues in this genera! area - the 
area where Uncle Sam applies the 
f i r s t 
income tax rate of 20 per cent—-net the fed­ 
eral government ab out 85 per cent of the 
income it gets under present income tax 
schedules. The 
remaining lo per cent 
comes from higher rates that ra n ge ,up to 
91 per cent. 


ii that seems a small percentage of tile 
<>taI for the government to extract from 
the rich, it’s ab out as b ig as it can b e. A 
study has shown that if every penny of tax­ 


ab le income over $10,000 were confiscated 
b y the federal government, the Treasury 
would b e only $4 b illion b etter off than it 
is now. 
This is of interest at a time when there 
is some deb ate as to where tax rates should 
b e changed in any revision of federal rev­ 
enue sources. It is of interest also b ecause 
it indicates where the government 
m u s t 
look for the b ulk of the funds to finance the 
1959 b udget. 
That b udget, originally estimated at $74 
b illion, is not likely to b e kept at that level. 
Proposals totaling $32 b illion already have 
b een offered as anti-recession measures. 
The 1959 b udget includes $7 .9 b illion for 
interest. I he deb t ceiling was recently 
raised to $280 b illion. A further b oost in the 
deb t ceiling is likely, so the item for in­ 
terest may b e too small. 
This is a picture that tends to explain 
why there is talk b ut no action in Washing­ 
ton on federal tax cuts. Still, a tax b urden 
that takes a third of the average family’s 
income should make Americans in general 
more critical of waste in government.

Booby-Trap Is Bypassed 


A gigantic b oob y-trap on the road to 
peace was b lown up when the United States 
turned down Communist Poland’s so-called 
“ Rapacki Plan” for a z o n e on b oth sides 
of the iron curtain in Central Europe to b e 
kept free of nuclear arm am ents. 
On the face of its nothing sounds more 
peaceful than a denuclearized zone em b ra ­ 
cing Czechoslovakia. Poland, East Ger­ 
many and West Germany. This seems like 
plowing 
a f i r e guard through one of the 
most inflammab le regions on earth. 
That's tile reaction the plan got last win­ 
ter in many Western capitals after it was 
proposed b y Polish Foreign Minister R ap­ 
acki (on a straight wire from the Kremlin, 
it developed). 
P ortunatelv, sob erer m i n d s prevailed. 
Except for wishful thinkers, it didn't take 
to o m uch inspection to see that the plan 
would accomplish one main purpose of So­ 
viet intrigue and diplomacy—keep West 
G erm any from rearming. 
Also, the communists had carefully kept 


quiet ab out any element of inspection to 
make sure there was any real denuclear­ 
izing. As ihe U. S. pointed out in its note, 
the plan would do nothing to eliminate the 
danger of massive surprise attack. 
F inally, it b rought into sharp prespective 
the fact that with atomic weapons b anned, 
the communists would have the great pre­ 
ponderance of might b ecause of their m an­ 
power. 
The only surprise was that it took the 
United States so long to write an official 
rejection of this “ all for me, nothing for 
you" plan.

One-Third of Income for Taxes 
L A F F - A - D A Y 


The rambling tax structures built at the 


national, state and local levels take an es­ 


timated dollar out of every three the aver­ 


age L. S. family earns. This includes hid­ 
den taxes as well as those in plain view. 


This is the finding of Tax Foundation 
inc., a non-profit organization that keeps 
an *ye on government income and outgo. 
In a current study it says that a family 
with income totaling $3,500 pays SI.059 in 
taxes of various kinds. If total earnings 
are $4,500, taxes take $1,393. At $8,000. a 
family pays $2,726. 


Tax revenues in this general area—the 
, rea w here Uncle Sam applies the f i r s t 
income tax rate of 20 per cent- net the fed­ 
ora* government about 85 per cent of the 
income it gets under present income tax 
schedules. The 
remaining 
15 per cent 
comes from higher rates that range,up to 
91 nor cent. 


If that seems a small percentage of the 
ntal tor tfie government to extract from 
he rich it a about as big as it can be A 
study has shown that if every penny of tax­ 


able income over $10,000 were confiscated 
by the federal government, the Treasury 
would be only $4 billion better off than it 
is now. 
This is of interest at a time when there 
is som e debate as to where tax rates should 
be changed in any revision of federal rev­ 
enue sources. It is of interest also because 
it indicates where the government m u s t 
look for the bulk of the funds to finance the 
1959 budget. 
That budget, originally estimated at $74 
billion, is not likely to be kept at that level. 
Proposals totaling $32 billion already have 
been offered as anti-recession measures. 
The 1959 budget includes $7.9 billion for 
interest. The debt ceiling was recently 
raised to i>280 billion. A further boost in the 
debt ceiling is likely, so the item for in­ 
terest m ay be too sm all. 
This is a picture that tends to explain 
why there is talk but no action in Washing­ 
ton on federal tax cuts. Still, a tax burden 
that takes a third of the average family’s 
income should make Am ericans in general 
m ort critical of waste in government.

quiet about a n y element of inspection to 
make sure there was any real denuclear­ 
izing. As the U. S. pointed out in its note, 
the plan would do nothing to eliminate the 
danger of massive surprise attack. 
Finally, it brought into sharp prespective 
the fact that with atomic weapons banned, 
the communists would have the great pre­ 
ponderance of might because of their man­ 
power. 
The only surprise was that it took the 
United States so long to write an official 
rejection of this “ all for me. nothing for 
you’’ plan.
